After 18 years of training in 
flamenco, Peti was recently re¬ 
cognized by the vivacious singer 
and dancer Charo. He cut his first 
album, “Ole, Ole” with Charo and 
the Philadelphia Symphony Or¬ 
chestra and he is featured in one 
number which Charo intends to 
release as a single. 

Peti has also performed on local 
television and radio and in Bay 
Area clubs including La Boheme, 
Casa Verde, Don Quixote, Red 
Baron, Balthazar, Flamenco and 
El Gaucho. 

Highlights of Peti’s concert and 
festival performances include 
solos at the Sunnyvale Perform¬ 


ing Arts Center, Carmel Mission 
Festival, Cabrillo Mission Festi¬ 
val, Phoenix Performing Arts 
Center and Bay Area colleges and 
universities. He has also per¬ 
formed abroad in Germany, Spain 
and Central and South America. 

Peti’s road to success hasn’t 
been an easy one. A stint in the 
army interrupted his flamenco 
lessons from guitarists Rafael Gu¬ 
tierrez and Mariano Cordoba. 
After the army he played on vari¬ 
ous cruise ships with dancer La 
Mariquita and in 1972 he went 
to Spain, the birthplace of flam¬ 
enco. 

He studied under Luis Mara¬ 
villa of Madrid and Enrique He¬ 
redia of Sevilla, where he began 
to recognize the spontaneous 
mood of flamenco which changes 
its style and rhythm from pro¬ 
vince to province, town to town 
and artist to artist. 

It has been said that “Flamen¬ 
co explores he totality of human 
emotions more thoroughly than 
any other musical form.” As part 
of the living chain of flamenco, 
Peti’s performances always in¬ 
clude some of the classical works 
interspersed with his own com¬ 
positions.

Record anything and call it Salsa 
try and make a mint. Back to my 
attitude about the Latin “star” 
complex. Let me give you an ex¬ 
ample many Ray Barretto fans 
haven’t been happy with the way 
I have treated Barretto. His last 
two Atlantic “crossovers” albums 
sounded like a cross between 
AWB, Crusaders, Santana and a 
touch of the Archies. Now Ray 
has produced some great albums. 
(Que Viva La Música Industruct- 
ible and Barretto all fantastic) 
but I feel his latest releases are a 
ripoff to the Latin people. I feel 
Latin musicians can grow and 
dissover new horizons just look at 
Eddie Palmieri’s latest. Listen to 
Gato Barbieri. A typical Salsa 
master who has created music is 
Larry Harlow. His Raza Latina 
release was a statement, a jour¬ 
ney through the rainbow history 
of the Latin people as anti-great 
musician I may sound, I feel it is 
important to report about music 
what is heard and my opinion.

QUAKES SIGN GOALKEEPER 
MIKE HEWITT; DRAFT PICKS 
LAWSON SELECTED TO 
U.S. OLYMPIC TEAM 

Mike Hewitt, the San Jose 
Earthquakes veteran goalkeeper of 
three seasons, has signed a con¬ 
tract for the 1979 season. Terms 
were not disclosed. 

“We are happy to have Mike 
back for the coming season,” com¬ 
mented San Jose head coach 
Terry Fisher. “Mike’s value to 
this club was underlined last year 
when he was injured. He is back 
at full strength and has to be con¬ 
sidered a key to our success next 
year as he has always played an 
important role through his ability 
and leadership. He has proven 
himself to be one of the best 
’keepers in this league.” 

28 Hewitt, who joined the Quakes 


from the Tampa Bay Rowdies be¬ 
fore the start of the 1976 season, 
has played in the North Ameri¬ 
can Soccer League for four sea¬ 
sons. In that time, the 5’-ll”, 165 
lb. Scot has recorded 23 shutouts 
and leads the list of all-time 
Earthquakes goalkeepers with 20 
whitewashes while a member of 
the San Jose squad. 

Hewitt’s best season was his 
first in San Jose as the 29-year- 
old goalie became the mainstay in 
‘the Earthquakes vaunted “No 
Goal Patrol” which held oppon¬ 
ents to just 26 goals in 24 games 
while capturing the old Southern 
Division championship. During 
that season, Hewitt pieced to¬ 
gether a club record three con¬ 
secutive shutouts and a remark¬ 
able 0.92 goals-against average, 
just 0.01 off the league mark that 
season, set by Seattle’s Tony 
Chursky. 

Last season, Hewitt had al¬ 
lowed just seven regulation time 
goals in the first eight games be¬ 
fore being sidelined by a knee in¬ 
jury. He came on later in the 
campaign to finish with six shut¬ 
outs, just two off his club record 
eight, set in 1977. Hewitt’s goals- 
against average in San Jose is 1.53 
while his average over four years 
stands at 1.30. Among the San 
Jose records Hewitt has set are: 
best goals-against average (sea¬ 
son)—0.92 in 1976; fewest goals 
allowed (season)—17 in 1976; 
most shutouts (season)—8 in 
1977; most saves (game)—20 vs. 
Ftk Lauderdale on July 12, 1977 
and most minutes played (sea¬ 
son)—2,225. 
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Earthquakes GM Ben Reich- 
muth noted that San Jose’s 
strength at the goalkeeper posi¬ 
tion has never been better. 

“We now have two goalkeep¬ 
ers signed for 1979,” reported the 
GM, referring to Hewitt and 
Chris Turner, the Quakes 18- 
year-old signed two weeks ago. 
“We have said all along that Mike 
is our first string goalie. Chris has 
a tremendous future ahead of him 
and he is the man we will look 
to for depth.” 

QUAKES DRAFT PICK 
LAWSON SELECTED TO 
U.S. OLYMPIC TEAM 

Adolphus “Doc” Lawson, the 
Earthquakes third round draft 
pick in Monday’s North American 
Soccer Leagpe player selection 
meeting, has been selected to play 
for the United States Olympic 
team. 

“This simply proves what we 
knew all along,” commented 



Quakes head coach Terry Fisher. 
“I said on Monday that we were 
surprised to find him available in 
the third round and that he is one 
of the most physically dominating 
players in this year’s draft. There 
was never any question in my 
mind that he would make the 
Olympic team.” 

Lawson, a 20-year-old who will 
celebrate another birthday next 
month, played a defensive position 
with Southern Connecticut Col¬ 
lege before being drafted by San 
Jose. A naturalized citizen from 
Liberia, he is 6’-0”, 175 lbs. □
